FINANCIAL CONDITION & HIGHLIGHTS: Due to the increase in 
intangible assets goodwill associated with the acquisition of 
Compagnie Europeene а! Accumulateurs S.A. (СЕАс) іп Мау 1995, a 
deficit tangible net worth position exists at Jul 2 1995. Total 
liabilities at Jul 2 1995, excluding minority interest, increased $954 
million from Mar 31 1995 primarily due to a.$594 million increase in 
long-term debt. Іп connection with the financing of the CEAc 
acquisition, the company issued $300 million of unsecured senior notes 
in Apr 1995 and are repayable оп Apr 15 2005. In addition, the 
company refinanced most of CEAc's debt, which was principally due to 
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its former parent, with proceeds from a new European facilities 
agreement. At Jul 2 1995, $154.3 million was outstanding under this 
facility and borrowings under the company's U S credit agreement 
increased $156 million. 

Current liabilities increased $272.1 million at Jul 2 1995 due to 
an increase in accounts payable $113.8 million, a $36.9 million 
increase in short-term borrowings, a $142.6 million increase in 
accrued expenses, offset in part by a $21.2 million decrease in the 
current portion of long-term debt. 

The company's liquidity requirements arise primarily from the 
funding of its seasonal working capital needs, obligations on its 
indebtedness and capital expenditures. In addition, the company has 
paid quarterly cash dividends of $0.02 per share on its common stock 
since its initial public offering. The company meets these liquidity 
requirements, both in the U S and Europe, through cash flow generated 
from operating activities and with borrowed funds and the proceeds of 
sales of accounts receivable. Seasonal demands of the battery 
industry requires the company to build inventory in advance of the 
typically stronger selling periods during the fall and winter. The 
company's highest cash demands from operations occur during the months 
of Jun through Oct. 

FIRST QUARTER FISCAL 1996 OPERATING RESULTS: Sales for the 3 
months ended Jul 2 1995 were $432,320,000 and net loss ($14,678,000) 
compared to the 3 months ended Jul 3 1994 sales $165,067,000 and net 
loss ($41,000). The significant increase in sales for the first 3 
months of fiscal 1996 was primarily attributed to the acquisitions of 
CEAc in May 1995 and Sociedad Espanola del Acumulador Tudor S.A. in 
Oct 1994. 

Sales in the first three months of fiscal 1996 were also 
favorably impacted by shipments to Sears Roebuck & Co which was a 
significant new customer added late in the second quarter of fiscal 
1995, growth of the company's business in the United Kingdom, and the 
inclusion of Evanite Fiber Corporation, a Feb 1995 acquisition. 

The net loss sustained for the first quarter of fiscal 1996 was 
primarily attributed to a $17.4 million increase in interest expense 
principally as a result of Tudor and CEAc, the interest cost 
attributable to the financing of Exide's European acquisitions and the 
carrying costs associated with the higher working capital levels 
related to the growth of the U S and U K businesses and higher 
inventory levels.
